T HE sad loss of CVE to the hands of the 


receivers underlines the fact that the 
recessive nature of the bus and coach 
market reaches even mini and midibus sales. 

At present, it is not known whether CVE’s 
business will be bailed out by another 
manufacturer, though one industry source says 
VL has already visited the County Durham site, 
perhaps with a view to maintaining a parts and 
service operation. 

Hopefully, the situation is not too hopeless and 
the receiver can work out a way of putting CVE 
back in business, but only the next few weeks will 
tell. It is certainly not in anyone's interest to see 
the Omni vanish forever, least of all the welfare 
support groups who have bought the vehide and 
will need spares for some time to come. 


HE news that Applebys of Louth has 
taken another two Berkhofs into its 
fleet seems to bode well for Alder 

Valley’s sales operation, revamped with the 

addition of David Waterman to the sales staff. 

Last week, we reported that Peter O’Neill of 
the King’s Ferry had taken more Berkhofs, one 
on a Javelin chassis. The King’s Ferry, of course, 
has the spending power to reach the right deal. 

But AVE’s expansion into part-exchange and 

secondhand sales should help other operators 

who previously had to sell before they could buy. 
The addition of the Javelin chassis to the 

Berkhof range may also encourage buyers, with 

its attached price reduction without drop in 

interior quality and suitability for UK-based 
operations. Berkhof certainly seems to be 


reacting to the market. 
M suddenly the industry seems to be 
talking about the company as if it 
were on its way out. 

That Plaxton has needed to make swingeing 
cuts in costs to survive the harsh financial 
dimate is beyond doubt. There are almost 
certainly more changes to come at Scarborough, 
but that doesn’t mean the UK’s major coach 
builder is a dead duck. 

Plaxton, like the market in which it operates, 
is not the picture of health but is now making 
the most strenuous efforts to ensure it has a 
future. The shareholders would have much more 
to worry about had Plaxton not reacted to the 
problems it faces. 

What Plaxton has on its side is a long 
history of supplying, to the UK market, 
products which are tuned to operators’ needs. 
What's needed now is a combination of 
continuing major fleet orders, development of 
European markets... and a chunk of confidence 
from buyers.

TV REPORTS that 
Hungarian bus and 
coach builder Ikarus is 
insolvent have been 
strenuously denied by 
the firm’s UK office. 

Fears were raised on 
BBC 2’s The Money 
Programme last 
weekend but Ikarus 
UK manager Laszlo 
Csiki said the 
Hungarian government 
elected earlier this year 
was pledged to support 
Ikarus as a major 
exporting company, 
soon to be privatised, 
with importance to the 
country’s economy. 

‘To ensure 
privatisation goes 
through smoothly, it 
has placed Government 
officials alongside 
Ikarus management to 
work towards this end,’ 
said Mr Csiki, whose 
company recently 
announced a joint 
venture with DAF to 
produce SB220 chassis 
buses. 

‘What is more, the 
Hungarian Government 
has guaranteed Ikarus 
will keep its current 
management and 
workforce - therefore 
there is no danger for 
any partners with 
Ikarus throughout the 
world,’ said Mr Csiki. 
He pointed out that 
production of Ikarus 
vehicles is between 
12,000 and 13,000 units 
a year. 

The TV coverage, 
said Mr Csiki, had 
caused the Soviet 
deputy prime minister 
to offer to buy a fifth of 
the equity of Ikarus to 
ensure aftersales 
support across the 
Soviet Union - a major 
buyer of Ikarus buses 
which has ordered

THE CURRENT 
outlook for the coaching 
industry is grim, 
according to Nick 
Leach, Scania (GB)’s 
bus and coach 
marketing manager.

At events of this sort, I 
never cease to be amazed at 
the contrast in the style of 
exhibitors. Some are clearly 
out to make contact with as 
many people as they can in 
the hope of doing business - 
whether at the event or in 
the future. They are 
standing right out on the 
front of their stands, ready to 
speak the instant eye contact 
is established with a passing 
visitor. They certainly seek 
value for money out of 
exhibiting. 

In contrast there are 
others who sit right at the 
back of their stands giving, 
at best, the vibes, ‘I'll speak 
when I am spoken to.’ What 
a waste of the cost of 
exhibiting! I certainly picked 
up a tip or two on how to get 
some mileage out of 
participating in an event of 
this nature. I am sure that 
there is a lesson to-be 
learned by all operators who 
themselves may be exhibitors 
at local trade shows or 
Tourist Board workshops.

This exhibition was no 
exception to the rule that one 
can pick up a lot more 
information at events of this 
kind than that provided by 
the exhibitors. For a start, 
the place was buzzing with 
rumours about a takeover or 
collapse of Plaxton ple - with 
even a sweepstake running 
on who would take them 
over! As far as I am aware, 
there was no foundation in 
these rumours which had

seemingly been brought 
about by Plaxton shares 
having dropped below 50p 
and the suggestion (which, 
alone, subsequently proved 
to be correct) of another 
round of redundancies in the 
Group. Whether fact or 
fantasy, it was causing 
concern to operators, one 
saying to me that he would 
hold off a planned purchase 
until the future of Plaxton 
was more certain.

Also at the show I was 
saddened to hear of two un- 
reported deaths. Early in 
the year Charlie Griffin 
passed away. He traded in 
Northamptonshire as 
‘Richardsons’ until his 
retirement some years ago. 
Charlie was one of the 
pioneers of Continental 
coach travel and could tell 
many an interesting story of 
coaches being hoisted onto 
ferries in slings and, as he 
once recounted to me, ‘We 
would drive till about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, pick 
a pleasant looking village to 
stop for the night and then 
see if we could book 29 beds!’ 
This was not in the dim and 
distant past, but in the 
immediate post-war years. 
All who knew Charlie will be 
sorry to hear of his death for 
he was one of the great 
characters whose enterprise 
contributed so much to the 
development of the coach 
industry. 

When I was writing my 
piece about 10 years of 
coaching deregulation for the 
4 October 1990 issue of 
Coachmart I remembered 
Don Swinnard, who 
operated, and had travel 
agency interests, in Kent. 
He led the vanguard, in 
which I was a fervent 
follower, to obtain the 
removal, in 1980, of 
Excursion & Tour licencing. 


He was invited to address 
the Coaching Symposium in 
about 1978 and his thoughts, 
though generally supported, 
were not at all well received 
by the established holders of 
E & T Road Service Licences. 
He was a high profile 
operator whose views were 
well reported and if any one 
man was responsible for 
pressurising the Government 
into the deregulation of 
coaching services, it was 
Don. I understand that he 
died recently. He too was a 
shaper of the industry which 
we enjoy today. 

Another gleaning from the 
chaff of the Show: I am told 
that affairs of the collapsed 
Havelet Leasing are in such 
disarray that there are some 
300 leased coaches around 
the country on which it is 
unclear where or to whom 
operators should direct lease 
payments. If this is indeed 
the case, I would urge the 
operators to resist any 
temptation to live in a fool’s 
paradise with these 
seemingly forgotten lease 
obligations. 

Without doubt the 
financial brokers of Havelet 
or the Receivers, will 
demand the payments due. I 
never thought that Havelet 
was good news for the 
industry when it was alive 
and well and would therefore 
be sorry to see it dragging 
further victims into financial 
ruin even now - as could 
surely happen if operators 
are silly enough to re-deploy 
these unpaid lease 
instalments. I urge any so 
affected to stash the 
uncollected lease payments 
away in a separate bank 
account until they are 
required, or otherwise 
clearly earmark them as 
someone else’s money. To 
use it in any other way could 
be financial suicide. 

Another interesting little 
morsel which I picked up 
will be of interest to the 
growing number of coach 
operators who have acquired 
double deckers. Often these 
are used on private hires in 
unfamiliar territory and the 
risk of a driver clobbering a 
low bridge is a real worry. 
The four map sheets 401, 
402, 403 and 404 in the 


Michelin 1:400000 series 
cover England, Scotland and 
Wales at about 6 miles to the 
inch. They have a feature 
which, as far as I am aware, 
is unique: they show heights 
of road bridges which have 
less than about 16 feet 
clearance. At around £2.50 a 
sheet it’s a lot cheaper than 
doing an unexpected 
conversion of a conventional 
bus into an open-topper!

But my most enduring 
impression of this excellent 
show was the comment made 
by Tim who was manning 
the Asquith stand. As 
mentioned in the feature on 
this natty vintage look mini- 
bus in Coachmart’s 4 
October issue, Asquith have 
taken the novel step of 
suggesting to operators a 
minimum hiring out rate: 
£360 a day. ‘You can always 
tell a potential buyer from 
his first reaction to that,’ 
said Tim. ‘Some can 
instantly see that the rarity 
value makes getting £360 a 
day quite realistic and with 
a real potential for even 
£500-£600. But others will 
take the line that they could 
not possibly get £360 for a 
day’s hire of a mini-bus.’ 

That, I thought as I drove 
home, sums up the coach 
industry in a nutshell. Some 
who see the possibilities of 
marketing ideas, products 
and packages to make real 
money; and others who 
scream ‘Impossible’ without 
even trying. Why, I mused, 
is it that so often those who 
are frightened to death of 
attempting to get a decent 
rate for a hire show no fear 
at all when embarking on a 
perilous vehicle leasing or 
hire purchase obligation 
which they can ill afford? In 
every sense of the phrase: 
this attitude just does not 
add up!

The Harrington-bodied coach was bought new by 
Bevan Bros of Soudley Valley in 1949, and operated 
until sold for preservation in 1980. Brothers Fred and 
Roy ran the Gloucestershire coach company, but their 
sons have since gone seperate ways. 

Roy’s son James took over H T Letheran of Lydney 
and now trades as James Bevan (Lydney) Ltd with six 
coaches on tours and holiday work. Malcolm Bevan, 
son of Fred, stayed with the original business re-titled 
as Soudley Valley Coaches Ltd. This is a family 
business in which his 83-year-old father was active 
until forced into retirement a couple of years ago.

A province blessed with some of the most beautiful scenery in Europe also hosts the biggest military peace- 
keeping force. Ulsterbus finds a home amid this contrast for its fleet of coaches, as Rod Davey found out when 


ESPITE being in the 
shadow of Ulsterbus 
and Citybus, 
themselves beneath 
the umbrella of the 


which runs rail services and 
airports, Ulsterbus Tours 
operates with a separate three- 
man board. 

The foundation block is Brian 
Carson, backed by 
Ulsterbus/Citybus managing 
director Ted Hesketh and 
Ulsterbus/Citybus financial 
controller Brian Delaney. The 
brickwork is a team of personnel 
which have helped keep UBT a 
household name in Northern 
Ireland. 

Nineteen administrative staff 
oversee a team of 34 coach 
drivers working on the cross- 
channel express services, private 
hire and holiday tours 
programme. A fleet of 15 Plaxton 
3500s, Duple Carribbeans, Van 
Hool Alizees and Duple 340s on 
a mixture of Leyland Tiger and 
DAF MB230 chassis operate out 
of the company’s depot based in 
Belfast’s Glengall Street. The 
other half of the fleet of 30 
coaches is sensibly based at the 
company’s depot in Stranraer - 
at the Scottish side of the Larne- 
Stranraer ferry connection. 

But cross-channel express services are 
only part of Ulsterbus/Citybus’s express 
network. Due to capital grant subsidies, 
internal express services throughout the 
whole of Ireland are run as a stage 
carriage operation by Ulsterbus’s four 
area managers - outside UBT’s ambit. 
Ulsterbus Goldline serves destinations 
such as Dublin and Cork jointly with 
Bus Eireann, Eire’s nationalised bus 
operation. 

In conjunction with Scottish Citylink, 
UBT runs one coach each morning and

one in the evening on the Belfast-London 
express line service - via Carlisle, 
Preston and Birmingham. A further 
three vehicles a week are run during the 
summer months on each of the Bristol, 
Leicester and Blackpool express routes. 
Ulsterbus Tours’ luxury coach holidays 
provide the client with an all-inclusive 
package. For example, a new 
destination for this year is Eastbourne. 
Priced at £445, this 10-day holiday 
package includes nine nights bed, 
breakfast and dinner in the Queen’s 


Hotel; ferry fares from and to 
Larne; admission to the Patrick 
Collection, Leeds Castle, and 
Royalty and Empire Exhibition; 

a day trip to France; coach | 
travel and the services of the 
driver/courier throughout the 
tour. 

Not surprisingly in such a 
troubled province, UBT’s 
holiday destinations have a 
rather sedate and tranquil air. 
Its 1990 summer destinations 
included Harrogate and York; 
Bournemouth; East Anglia and 
Constable Country; the 
Cotswolds; Devon; Wales; 
English Lakes and North Wales; 
Scottish Highlands; the far 
north of Scotland; Skye and 
Wester Ross; Argyll and 
Glencoe; Royal Deeside and 
Edinburgh; Dutch bulb fields; 
Brittany and Normandy; the 
Rhine; Back Forest and 
Austrian Lakes. 

The company offers further 
quiet and idyllic surroundings 
with tours to Eire - including 
the Donegal Highlands; County 
Mayo; two different tours of 
Eire; and an evergreen holiday 
in Killarney. And ‘evergreen’ is 
the operative word - for this tour | 
has now been running since 
UBT’s inception in 1967. 

Its summer season is 
supplemented by a ‘Minibreaks’ 
programme between September and May 
- with short holidays to Edinburgh; Bath; 
the Metro Centre; Ayr; Blackpool; 
Durham; Scottish Highlands; the Lake 
District; Pitlochry; Cheshire; Tipperary; 
Donegal; Alton Towers and the Dutch 
bulb fields. 

In 1967 the company ran tours to five 
destinations with 80 departures - next 
year UBT will be visiting 30 destinations 
with 135 departures. 

‘This growth has been from the good 
foundations laid by my predecessor 
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Irvine Millar - who started UBT from 
scratch over 22 years ago, said Brian. 
Irvine, a bearded, schoolmasterly 
Scotsman from Edinburgh, is now 
Ulsterbus’s inspector general responsible 
for the company’s management audit - 
among many other things. He arrived in 
the province because he married an 
Ulster woman. 

‘T’ve built on those and the business is 
continuing to expand’, added Brian. And 
he admitted taking over the reins two 
years ago was not easy: ‘My working day 
was often in excess of normal office 
hours,’ he says. 

The hard work has paid off, and the 
holidays programme is updated every 
year. New tours in 1991 are planned to 
Switzerland, the Peak District, the Wye 
Valley in Wales and a ‘Ryan’s Daughter’ 
holiday based at the film’s Southern 
Irish location in Dingle. 

Private hire is becoming increasingly 
important for UBT - and is its main area 
of competition with the smaller 
independent operators, the largest of 
which are Logans and Chambers. Its 
competitors run the only high 
specification coaches, with drinks 
facilities and videos, in the province. But 
| UBT is anxious to compete, and has 
| ordered tables to up-spec two of its 
coaches to executive specification. 

‘We are doing this to serve the market 
for rugby team trips for fixtures in Eire’, 
said Brian. ‘The players like a game of 
poker on the way down - it’s a matter of 
giving the customer what they really 
want and not what you think they want. 
The point is to ask them.’ 

UBT’s usual specification includes 
toilets, recliners, carpets and blinds - 
and the company has just placed an 
order with Plaxton for five 3500/DAFs 
with rear-mounted toilets. Brian says 
super-executives for the corporate travel

sector are not commercially viable in 
Northern Ireland. 

Private hire is limited to that in the 
Greater Belfast area. Ulsterbus’s other 
three areas have coaches in their own 
fleets and operate them independently. 
The Northern area covers Antrim; the 
Western area covers Londonderry, 
Tyrone and Fermanagh; and the 
Southern area County Down and 
Armargh. Most of its 17 depots have at 
least one coach and act as a travel centre 
in their own districts: ‘Private hire is 
therefore mostly decentralised in Ulster,’ 
said Brian. 

Competition on the tours side is not all 
with the local boys: ‘Independent coach 
operators running tours in Northern 
Ireland do so in only a very small way,’ 
he said. ‘And then it’s usually extended 
private hires. But we’re up against 
incursions from the big boys on the 
mainland, such as Wallace Arnold and 
Shearings.’ 

New competition and a lack of 
subsidies has not stopped an operational 
profit being gained from a gross revenue 
turnover of over £4 million projected for 
this year, although small beer when 
compared with current turnovers of 
£36.5 million and £13.9 million for 
Ulsterbus and Citybus respectively. 

While loadings may have decreased in 
England, seat occupancy in Ulsterbus 
Tours has risen from 70 percent in 1989 
to 86 percent in 1990 - and Brian puts 
this down to UBT’s marketing strategy. 

‘You can increase tour departures, give 
a wide choice - and end up shooting 
yourself in the foot. So for the past three 
years we have concentrated on giving the 
best possible value for money and a 
gradual planned increase in tours and 
departures,’ Brian told Coachmart. 
UBT’s policy is to keep the bottom line 
low to ensure competitive pricing: “Like

Harry Truman - the buck stops here,’ 
Brian quips. 

To ensure seat occupancy remains 
high, the company has over the years 
constantly monitored to see how its tours 
are performing. With the notable 
exception of the long-lived Killarney 
tour, which Brian says is in demand 
because it’s such a beautiful area, the life 
cycle of any one tour is between three to 
five years although the company does 
make subtle changes during the life of a 
tour. New tours are prepared two years 
in advance. 

Brian Carson has strong views on the 
way his holidays are organised: ‘We have 
tours centred on one hotel because 
customers prefer this to packing their 
cases and moving every two days. People 
get used to the hotel, its staff and the 
food - so I see our product as being 
holidays rather than tours.’ 

UBT’s ‘all inclusive’ holiday is a well 
thought-out part of its marketing 
strategy: ‘Of course, if some customers 
wish to have a quiet day and a walk 
rather than go on the inclusive 
excursions they have that option - but 
everything is inclusive in the price 
because I feel seeing new things is the 
main reason for a holiday,’ he added. 

Tour operators who advertise short 
breaks in Paris in English newspapers 
do so, says Brian, seemingly at half 
price. But on the way to some hotel at 
the south of Paris the captive clients are 
subjected to an extra charge for a Paris 
tour. After throwing their baggage into 
their hotel rooms, they are then whisked 
to the Pigalle for a very ordinaire dinner 
for another extra charge. 

The following morning such 
unfortunates throw their cases back into 
the coach and are captives for another 
‘optional’ excursion to Versailles on their 
way back home, and have to pay yet 
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again: ‘It is this sort of thing which gives 
the industry a bad name - and we may 
lose these clients to coach travel for 
ever’, said Brian. 

‘We aim to sell tours on repeat 
business’, he said. ‘I hope we get this 
because we believe in customer care and 
in giving a first-class service.’ It is part 
of UBT’s strategy to foster a ‘friendly 
local operator’ image in Northern 
Ireland. 

Customer care is so important that the 
company runs a staggered two-week 
course for all its existing employees and 
new starters every year. 

‘The course involves visiting hotels, 
public speaking and pronounciation - 
and making sure we look after the needs 
of all concerned’, said Brian. ‘And the 
results show - I pay tribute to my 
excellent staff at the wheel.’ 

‘Our holidays are for people. The 
weather may be great, it is a first class 
coach, hotel and food - but if the 
driver/courier is bad it is a disaster. On 
the other hand, good staff are a recipe for 
success’, he added. 

UBT’s holidays are sold at 218 travel 
agents in Northern Ireland, of which 98 
are in Greater Belfast. The company also 
uses colour brochures - and advertises in 
the press, on television and radio. Vinyls 


affixed to Ulsterbus vehicles are another 
form of promotion used. 

Although the company no longer uses 
road shows as a promotional tool, it gives 
two travel talks a week throughout the 
winter months at various institutions. It 
also takes a stand at ‘Holiday World’, a 
three to four day show held in Belfast’s 
King’s Hall, where it sells holidays direct 
to customers. 

At the moment the company’s 
adminstration is split into many 
seperate sites with the bulk occupying 
the Methodist buildings over the road 
from the Glengall Street coach station, 
on the site of the old Great Northern 
railway station. It is also next door to the 
Ulster Unionist headquarters and just 
around the corner from the Europa Hotel 
- which has the uneasy distinction of 
being the most-bombed hotel in the 


world. 

But a new Travel Centre is in the 
process of construction adjacent to the 
coach station. When it is completed in 
February, it will have an interior 
concourse with information and ticket 
sales points. Above, but on a split level, 
will be the Travel Centre offices. 

UBT is just about to computerise its 
tours booking using David Battersby’s 
software system for extended tours. The 
company uses Apricot hardware and 
Mike Whitehead’s Distinctive Systems 
for its private hire. Although it will be a 
single system at first, the company plans 
to move on to a multi-user system in the 
future. 

The present disruption means the 
company’s staff is under pressure and 
going through a difficult time. But Brian 
spoke of ‘success in comradeship’ on the 
management team and of his great 
admiration for his staff: ‘They are fully 
flexible and are able to work in any of 
the company’s three sections. All loyal 
and conscientious, the backroom staff 
are excellent. Although they tend to be 
forgotten, they are the engine room of 
the business and work very long hours. A 
fantastic team.’ 

Just as well, for there are enough 
other troubles just a stone’s throw away.

Ulsterbus 
wheels turning 


Ask Brian Carson what makes an 
operation tick and he answers in one 
word - ‘Staff’. 

Ulsterbus’s commercial manager 
has headed its coach operation since 
January 1989 but is unequivocal 
when it comes to naming the real 
lubricants for the smooth running of 
Ulsterbus Tours. As far as he is 
concerned, people keep the coach 
wheels turning. 

‘T have a first class staff all the way 
down the structure’, he said. UBT 
divides into three main operational 
areas of cross-channel express, 
private hire and extended tours all 
under Brian’s Travel Centre manager 
Jack Keys. The coach operation has 
its own book-keeping, cash office, 
counter, reservations, telephonist, 
kiosk, typing, sales representation 
and inspectorate. Its tours are run by 
tours operations manager Bill 
Headley. 

Unlike the rest of Ulsterbus and its 
Greater Belfast operation Citybus, 
UBT is run entirely commercially and 
without subsidy. It does not get any of 
the ‘blanket’ capital grant subsidies 
for vehicle renewal its bus-running 
partners receive - and are allowed 
under the auspices of the 1967 
Northern Ireland Transport Act. 


DESPITE the pattern of deregulation 
elsewhere in the UK there are no 
Government plans to bring the same to 
Ulster. 

According to the Department of the 
Environment for Northern Ireland - the 
administrative arm of government under 
the direct influence of Westminster, in 
the absence of decision-making in 
Stormont Castle - the Government has 
no plans at present to either deregulate 
or privatise bus services in Northern 
Ireland. 

Not wanting to give the game away too 
much, the Department says: “The 
situation pertaining in Northern Ireland 
is different to that in Great Britain 
because there are essentially two main 
bus companies, Citybus and Ulsterbus, 
plus just a small number of one-man 
operators. The DOE concludes: ‘Having 
taken a number of other factors into 
account, there are no plans to change the 
present arrangements.’ But it is no 
secret the ‘other factors’ concern issues of 
security. 

For example, rightly or wrongly, the 
Government feel the breaking up of the 
Ulsterbus monopoly, which has 94 
percent of all passenger carryings in 
Northern Ireland, might encourage the 
growth of ‘Black Taxi’ type services in 
the PSV sector. Although this is denied 
by the drivers, the ageing black taxis 
operating on a bus fare basis between 
Belfast centre and the Falls and Crumlin 
Roads are said to raise funds for the 
sectarian and terrorist organisations. 

Black Taxis going the Catholic Falls 
Road area are said to be run by the 


paramilitasy igh Republican Army 
(IRA) - and those to the Protestant 
Shankhill and Shore Road areas by the 
equally terrorist Protestant paramilitary 
organisations. And on the ‘fun run’ 
Crumlin Road, which changes from 
Protestant to Catholic as one drives 
down it, both groups ply for hire. The 
idea of this type of activity spreading to 
bus and coach operation is anathema to 
the Government.

HE equipment fitted 
to coaches to 
enhance client 
comfort can range 
from the sublime to 

‘| the ridiculous, as any visitor to 
any major coach rally will tell 
you. 

Winners such as Peter Best’s 
‘Globestar’, which works as a 
‘band bus’ for his London- 
based Javaward, have caused 
such consternation at 
Blackpool that judges now 
usually vote for what they 
describe as an ‘ordinary 
working coach’. It seems many 
on the rally circuit don’t 
appreciate such extras as 
solariums and recording 
studios - just two of the many 
features seen on Mr Best’s 
coach, a £250,000 LAG 
Panoramic. 

However, the market for 
really high specification 
coaches has expanded, and 
there are a lot of players in the 
game these days. Quite a few, 
including Harwich-based 
Chartercoach, go for the high- 
spec market for executive 
corporate travel. But a lot of 
others concentrate on the 
ultra-high-specification ‘band 
bus’ market. 

Len Wright Travel/Club 
Cantabrica has had a ‘band 
bus’ section for over 12 years , 
within its Nightliner Service, 
featuring nine coaches with 
anything from four to 15 
sleeping berths. 

Although this upmarket 
fleet of Van Hools and 
Jonckheeres has been built 
around the needs of the 
entertainment industry, the 


vehicles are also suited to 
special executive transport 
needs. As well as sleeping 
berths fitments include fully 
equipped kitchen, bar, 
WC/shower, lounges, TV/video 
and CD music systems. 

But the band buses are only 
one part of LWT’s target 
market. It has seven 
‘Executive’ coaches with 
between 20 and 32 seats at 
tables, bar and catering 
hostess service, telephone, 
microwave and toilet - 
together with the ubiquitous 
audio/visual entertainment. 


The company also has an

A number of 
them even have air- 
conditioning, which is 
standard in many of the 
coaches in the other divisions. 
Club Cantabrica’s fleet of 
Volvo/Jonckheeres, under 
David Stewart’s ownership, 


and a rear galley. The vehicle 
also has its own generator. 
Divided into two separate 
compartments, the Limousine 
Suite has leather seating for 
22 passengers. At the front 15 
passengers are catered for in 
armchair comfort, with rear 
seats arranged around a 
mahogany conference table. 
Concealed lighting is 
complemented by reading 
lights and table lamps. The 
vehicle also has full air- 
conditioning, video, hot and 
cold drinks, telephone and a 
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fax machine. 

Peter Carol also has another

entertainment. Although it’s 
a smaller coach, Peter Carol 
offer a stewardess with a hot 
and cold drinks service. 

A line in the Peter Carol 
brochure sums up the target 
market: ‘Whether you 
require a continental 
breakfast, exotic nibbles, a 
beautifully presented open 
sandwich or a full-blown 
champagne and dressed 
salmon buffet, Peter Carol 


will always come up trumps.’ | 


Although the high 
specification coach market is 
growing, ‘creature comforts’ 
exist at a more mundane 
level. Quite often, for 
example, a pensioners’ 
organisation might specify a 
toilet on board - often a very 
necessary fitment when 
carrying aged clients. At 


other times, the local 
Afro/Caribbean association 
may simply require ‘a good 
sound system’ for the 
mandatory Calypso and Rock 
| Steady music. 

Tony Head of Alec Head’s 
Reliance Coaches retro-fitted 
a coach toilet to up-spec a 
coach at the company’s 
Lutton base near 
Peterborough. ‘It was the 
first time I had attempted 
one and it took me three 
days. But it wasn’t too 
difficult to fit and next time 
I'll be a lot quicker,’ he said. 

Reliance had bought a 
Scania 112/Jonckheere P599 
from Derek Randall. 
Although it had a continental 
door, steps and an area 
| provided for a toilet, none 
| was fitted. The company 
| bought an Electramagic 
| recirculating toilet, basin and 
fan system direct from 
Jonckheere. Pipework came 
| from the local Wickes DIY 
store, and Tony made the 
toilet top from laminated 
chipboard. The installation

WABCO Automotive UK Ltd 
has brought out its ATC, or 
automatic temperature control 
for coaches and buses. 

Similar to a system featured 
in the LAG Eos coach, 
German-developed ATC offers 
simple setting of desired 
temperature with a dashboard 
control. As the system 
automatically readjusts, it 
releases the driver from 
having to readjust the system, 
with a maximum temperature 
deviation of plus or minus one 
degree Celsius. In fact, the 
system adjusts regardless of 
outside temperature, driving 
speed or engine speed. 

The system also facilitates 
control of additional heating 
and air conditioning; 
continuous control of blower 
speed; automatic control of the 


heating and ventilation 
operations; and additional 
manual control of flaps and 
blowe 

With an electronic control 
unit, the system has 
temperature sensors for 
outside temperature, inside 
temperature and exhaust 
temperature at the heat 
exchanger. As well as a control 
terminal there is a water valve 
with an electric step motor. 

It is programmed with 
parameters such as the 
comfort zone; inside 
temperature; outside 
temperature; heat exchanger 
temperature; controlled 
starting temperature; and the 
vehicle speed threshold. The 
unit can be used on different 
vehicles without changing the 
hardware. 


The Convectair system. 


A NEW bus and coach heater 
has been launched by KL 
Automotive. 

The Convectair is a hot 
water pipe within a row of 
closely packed aluminium fins 
encased in a cover of 
galvanised pressed steel. The 
cover is 140mm deep and 
70mm wide and has a steeply 
sloped top to discourage coach 
clients from putting their feet 
on it. 

Formed into this sloping 
ledge are air-vent slots narrow 
enough to prevent cigarette 
ends from being pushed into 
them. Because the gaps 
between the heater fins are 
larger than the cover’s slits, 
litter does not lodge in the 
heater elements. 

With 550 watts output per 
metre, which KL claims is 10 
percent higher than on similar 
competing convection systems, 
length of units varies from

Silicon or 
rubber hoses may be used. As 
well as installation 
instructions, KL provide a 
back-up engineering service to 
help the operator choose the 
optimum heating circuit and 
get maximum efficiency from 
the engine’s cooling system.

If the calorifier is 
fitted below the hand drier, 
saving space, no water nor 
electrical disconnections are 
necessary when fitting in a 
demountable toilet. 

The Barton Teal calorifier 
has a well insulated stainless 
steel tank, with an outer 
casing of zinc-coated mild 
steel finished in stove- 
enamelled hammer grey.

Although it has a small five- 
litre capacity, water is 
constantly reheated by the 
engine.

Within it, water is 
heated by the hot water from 
the engine cooling system. 
When the supply pipe has 
been properly lagged, Barton 
claims temperatures up to 40 
degrees Celsius have been 
achieved at the tap. 

Together with only two 
electrical connections to the 
vehicle’s fused system, the 
hand drier operating button 
and run timer can both be 
mounted remotely. But if the 
unit is installed in an upper 
deck, valves should be fitted 
to allow the release of any air | 
locks. If it is fitted with the 
calorifier, it should be fitted 
down stream to the same pipe 
from the engine cooling 
system. 

With compatibility with 
Webasto engine preheaters, 
both units require supply 
tapping before the cabin 
heater controls. On vehicles

Weekly report on law and the coach operator By Michael Jewell 


Former Clayton Jones 
ompany fined over 


tyres and MOT 


CLAYTON 
Jones ran ‘a 
web of 
companies’ 
simply to 
confuse people, 
the prosecuting counsel said 
during a hearing in which 
Celtic Connection Ltd, 
formerly run by Mr Jones, 
was ordered to pay fines, costs 
and back duty totalling 
£1,025. 

Pontypridd Magistrates 
convicted the company after it 
had pleaded not guilty to two 
charges of using a 20-seater 
bus with defective tyres, and 


to using a 49-seater without 
an excise licence or a MoT test 
certificate. 

Clayton Jones argued that 
the South Wales Traffic Area 
had brought the charges 
against the wrong company, 
as the buses had been being 
operated by another of his 
firms on the day in question. 
At the time he had been a 
director of Celtic Connection, 
Shamrock Private Hire 
(Newport) Ltd and Rhondda 
Travel Ltd. He had also been 
in partnership with his 
mother, trading as Clayton 
Jones Coach Tours. 


Prosecuting, Michael 
Peterson accused Mr Jones of 
having a ‘web of companies’ 
simply to confuse people. He 
said that it was handy for Mr 
Jones to say that on a certain 
day this or that particular 
vehicle was on hire to another 
company. 

Department of Transport 
traffic examiner Stephen 
Williams gave evidence that 
he had observed the 49-seater 
bus in Pontypridd Bus Station 
last September without tax or 
an MoT Certificate. At the 
same time he saw a 20-seater 
belonging to the company 


which had two defective tyres. 

Mr Clayton Jones said that 
the larger bus had been on the 
road by mistake. A fitter had 
forgotten to put trade plates 
on the bus concerned before 
taking it out for a test drive. 
The 20-seater had been hired 
out by Celtic Connection to 
Shamrock Private Hire that 
day, as the latter company 
were short of vehicles due to 
an upturn in business. 

The magistrates fined the 
company a total of £700, 
ordering it to pay £200 back 
duty and prosecution costs of 
£125. 


Ribble fitter sacked fairly says tribunal 


pase CHESTER 
industrial 
tribunal has 
held that 
Ribble Motor 
Services Ltd fairly dimissed a 
fitter after a wheel fell from 
one of its Mercedes 
minibuses. 


While it was in 
service, the wheel 
fell off. 


The Tribunal was told that 
fitter Mr D Eccles had been 
employed at the companyes 
Blackburn depot, from which 
Ribble operated 25 Mercedes 
608 minibuses. The wheels of 
the vehicles were secured by 
six studs each with a conical 
fixing nut. It was the 
practice at Ribble to fix the 
nuts until they were finger 
tight, tighten them further 
with a pneumatic wrench 
and finally secure them with 
a long wrench. 

On May 10, Mr Eccles was 
allotted the task of changing

the wheels on a Mercedes 
minibus after the nearside 
inner rear wheel tyre had 
punctured. The vehicle 
returned to service the 
following day, and in the 


evening, whilst it was in 
service, the wheel fell off. On 
inspection, it was found that 
all six nuts had come off and 
that the studs had suffered 
severe damage due to the 


wheel being loose. 

Mr Eccles was unable to 
offer any explanation, except 
to say that the wheels on 
large buses were tightened 
using a torque wrench and 
that the wheels on the 
minibuses should also be 
torqued tight. 


Mercedes used the 
same method. 


Alan Graves, Blackburn 
depot manager, said that 
while he agreed with that 
view, Mr Eccles had been 
servicing that type of vehicle 
for at least three years and 
had had no previous 
problems. While Mr Eccles 
had not had any disciplinary 
awards for a few years, he 
had a history of 
incompetence. He had been 
given numerous warnings 
and reprimands. What had 
occurred was “the straw that 
broke the camel’s back”, and 
Mr Eccles was dismissed for 
unsatisfactory workmanship. 

The Tribunal was told 
that that decision was > 
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Hyndburn refused 
-licence change 


confirmed at two 
subsequent appeal hearings. 
Geoffrey Corser, Ribble’s 
engineering director, said 
that he had been in touch 
with the Mercedes main 
agents, who had stated that 
they used the same method 
used by Ribble to secure the 
wheelnuts unless a torque 
wrench was available. In his 
opinion, it was unlikely that 
anyone would tighten all six 
wheelnuts to such an extent 
that each nut would stretch. 


Ribble had carried 
out a reasonable 
investigation. 


A 24 page leaflet, “The 
Lost Wheels of Mystery” 
published by the Institute of 
Road Transport Engineers, 
was produced to the Tribunal 
on Mr Eccles’ behalf. 

Mr Corser said that in his 
view that leaflet was 
concerned with the fitting of 
wheels to heavy goods 
vehicles and not to 
minibuses, and it was more 
concerned with spigotted 
wheels. 

The Tribunal said that its 
attention had not been 
drawn to any specific piece of 
information in the document. 
It found that Ribble had 
carried out a reasonable 
investigation, and had 
reasonably formed the view 
that the wheels had become 
detached due to Mr Eccles’ 
negligent fitting of them 
within the previous 24 
hours. 

The tribunal was satisfied 
that Ribble was entitled. to 
regard it as gross negligence. 
Though the wheel nuts came 
off when the vehicle was 
stationary or almost 
stationary, Ribble was 
entitled to conclude that they 
could have come off when the 
vehicle was travelling at say 
40 mph, with possible 
disastrous consequences for 
the passengers and members 
of the public outside the bus. 

It had been argued on Mr 
Eccles’ behalf that it was 
unfair to take account of his 
previous record. The 
Tribunal considered that, in 
deciding whether an 
employee was capable of 
carrying out the work that 
he was employed to do, it 
was permissible for Ribble to 
look at Mr Eccles’ history of 
poor workmanship 


MAINTENANCE 
problems which 
led to almost a 
quarter of 
Hyndburn 
Transport Ltd’s 
vehicles in six months failing 
the annual test have led to 
North Western Traffic 
Commissioner Martin Albu 
refusing to increase the 
vehicle authorisation on its 
O-licence, or to upgrade its 
classification from national 
to international. 

The company, which had 
applied to increase the 
authorisation on the licence 
from 67 to 75 vehicles, 
appeared at disciplinary 
proceedings in Manchester. 


Of 45 vehicles 
eleven had failed. 


Department of Transport 
vehicle examiner Alban 
Jackson said that, between 
October 1987 and June 1990, 
he had carried out a number 
of maintenance 
investigations following 
complaints from other 
operators, members of the 
public, the police, and 
because of annual test 
results. In the past six 
months, of 45 vehicles 
presented for annual test, 
eleven had failed on first 
presentation. That was a 24 
percent failure rate. Many of 
the failures were due to 
braking defects. 

Between October 1987 and 
June 1990, he had issued 11 
immediate and 11 delayed 
prohibition notices, said Mr 
Jackson. Vehicles were not 
kept in a good condition, the 
standard of repair was rough 
and of a temporary nature, 
and cleanliness was poor. 
There was a driver defect 
reporting system, but it was 
not enforced. 

In June 1990 he inspected 
a double-decked vehicle said 
to be fit for service, and 
found the rear stud assembly 
to be loose. The previous 
driver had complained about 
a noise from the rear of the 


vehicle, yet the vehicle was 
in the group ready for 
service with no indication of 
any defect. There had been 
no maintenance inspection 
for two months prior to his 
visit in respect of another 
vehicle he had issued with 
an immediate prohibition. 

Mr Jackson said Hyndburn 
also offered a short and long 
term hire service. The hire 
vehicles were usually kept 
separate from the rest of the 
fleet. They were said to be 
inspected by the hirer, but 
when the vehicles returned 
they were given a safety 
check. One vehicle on hire, 
had been stopped by police 
and issued with an 
immediate prohibition, 
endorsed with neglect. 

After deregulation the 
company’s premises were 
completely refurbished and 
new equipment was 
installed. However, that 
equipment had been left to 
deteriorate. For example, the 
rolling road was found to be 
damaged, and could have 
given false readings. 

Questioned by John 
Backhouse, for the company, 
Mr Jackson said that the 
vehicle issued with a 
prohibition endorsed with 
neglect was on hire to Black 
Prince Coaches of Morley. 

Mr Backhouse maintained 
that it had been Black 
Prince’s contractual 
obligation to maintain that 
vehicle. He disagreed that 
that the majority of first- 
time annual test failures 
were due to brake defects, 
saying that there were only 
two. 

Andrew Gill, Hyndburn’s 
managing director, said that 
in 1986 they had had 41 
vehicles, and that number 
had increased to 84 by 1990, 
with the maintenance staff 
increasing accordingly. 
When vehicles were 
prepared for annual test, the 
larger vehicles were given 10 
days, and smaller vehicles 
between three and four days. 
A new engineer had been 
engaged in 1988 who was 


also a director, and 19 
maintenance staff were 
employed. 

The company tried to 
purchase all small vehicles 
new. Larger vehicles were 
purchased secondhand. 
Vehicles were replaced once 
they were 10 years old, he 
said. The first time failure 
rate at annual test had been 
reduced to 21 percent. 

The main problem had 
been that vehicles were not 
getting a final overall check 
from a supervisor before 
they went for test. The 
company had stopped taking 
on other operator’s 
maintenance so that its 
maintenance staff could

concentrate on Hyndburn 
vehicles alone. 

In the past, when there 
was an engine failure, the 
engine would be stripped 
down and repaired. The new 
policy was to buy a 
reconditioned engine, thus 
releasing staff and putting 
the vehicle back on the road 
in a considerable shorter 
time. There were no 
financial restrictions on 
maintenance. There was a 
budget but it could be 
exceeded at any time, Mr 
Gill told the hearing. 

There had been a number 
of problems with the 
cleaning of vehicles, which 
was contracted out. Two 
contractors proved to be 
unsatisfactory. However,a 
substantial difference in the 
standard of cleanliness had 
become apparent since a new 
contractor had been engaged 
in the middle of the year. 

Mr Gill said that 
Hyndburn wanted an 
international licence because 
it had had a number of 
enquiries for international 
work. Hyndburn was 
applying for extra vehicles to 
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accomodate new tendered 
work in the Greater 
Manchester area. 

The company’s engineering 
director, Thomas Wood, said 
that all the equipment that 
the vehicle examiner found 
not to be working had now 
been put into good working 
order. The hire vehicle given 
a prohibition had been out 
on hire for a number of 
weeks. 

Before any vehicle went 
out on hire it was given a 
safety check. No official 
defect report had been 
received in relation to the 
vehicle with the loose wheel 
stud assembly. Today had 
been the first time he had 
heard there had been a 
complaint from the driver 
about a noise at the rear of 
the vehicle. 

In reply, Mr Wood said 
that the most satisfactory 
first-time pass rate at 
annual test would be 100 
percent. He felt that a 
maintenance staff of 19 was 


adequate. He said that seven 
troublesome vehicles had 
been disposed of. 

Mr Albu said he wondered 
how Hyndburn could let 
vehicles go for an annual 
test when side lights were 
not working, or when there 
was an oil leak. 


A 100 percent pass 
rate was 


impractical. 


Mr Backhouse replied that 
the loose stud assembly had 
not been reported to anybody 
in responsibility. Had 
management known of the 
fault the vehicle would have 
been taken out of service. 
The national average first- 
time failure rate at annual 
test was 36.86 percent. 
Hyndburn’s failure rate was 
well below that. A 100 
percent pass rate would be 
impractical but 21 percent 
was acceptable. 

Mr Albu said that 


Hyndburn was the sort of 
operator he would have 
hoped would have been one 
of the leaders in the bus 
world. However, there had 
been a history of prohibition 
notices and a number of 
first-time annual test 
failures. In his opinion, a 21 
percent first time failure 
rate was not satisfactory. 
Some of the faults found 
should have been picked up 
before the vehicles went for 
annual test. 

The evidence showed there 
were the necessary facilities 
to maintain the fleet. He 
could only conclude that 
there was a weakness in 
management control. 
Standards were not as tight 
as they ought to be. The 
situation might be 
improving, but he could not 
say that he was entirely 
satisfied. He was prepared to 
allow the company to 
continue to operate with a 
severe warning that the 
problems must not recur, but 


he could not see how he 
could agree to increase the 
number of vehicles or 
authorise an international 
operation requiring a high 
standard of maintenance. 

Mr Albu indicated that he 
might be prepared to 
reconsider the situation in 
six months.
